SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That Section(s) 5—403(d), (e), and (f), respectively, of Article — Criminal
Law of the Annotated Code of Maryland be renumbered to be Section(s) 5—403(e), (f),
and (g), respectively.
